Gain During War 


Figures released ‘by the Calif or- | 
nia Fruit Growers Exchanze show | 
that in spite of advanced wartime | 
costs, average net returns to citrus | 
growers increasec five times on} 
Valencias and six times on né ivels | 
during the war years up to 1944. 

The figures are contained in the} 
1915 statistical information report | 
issued by the exchange’s market- | 
ing research department, and in- 
clude averages through the 1942-| 
43 seasin. Information on later 
seasons is still incomplete. | 

ON STATE WIDE BASIS 

Averages for the report were} 
compiled on a statewide basis, and | 
the exchange cautioned that there | 
are wide variations between groves | 
in volume of production, quality | 
of fruit and cost of cultural oper- | 
ations. “Returns on gcod groves| 
have been substantially above the | 
average,” the report said. ‘and re- | 
turns on poor groves have been! 
substantially below the average.”

Sheppard Urges

Representitive marry R. Shep- 
pard of Yucaipa, representative in 
the United States house cf repre- 
sentatives, declared in a speech in 
congress last week that Japanesc 
in internment camps should be 
kept in them under army controi 
until the -war’s end, 

He said the War Relocation au- 
thority with a $25,000,000 appro- 
priation is carrying on a campaign 
of propaganda to arouse sympathy 
for individuals of Japanese ances- 
try on grounds cf persecution. 

He said a joint fact-finding com- 
mittee created by the California 
senate revealed Japanese aliens 
| and first and second generation 
American - born Japanese ave 
never relinquished their loyaity to 
the Japanese empgror, the cultura] 
code of Bushido and the réligious 
faith of Shintoism. The F.B.I., he 
said, found secret stores cf arms 
and ammunition and proved that 
the Japanese on the west coast 
signalled to Japanese ships off- 
shore and that the War Relocation 
authcrity prevented prosecutions.
